Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants proposed claim amendments to limit the wall to a 
polymeric material and to heat the liquid etchant faster than the wall to prevent melting of the polymer. Applicants 
pointed out that the Tomita reference teaches heating to the 290 to 350 degree C range, which would teach way from 
using a polymer wall. Applicants argued that the McNeilly reference, which teaches using fluoropolymer coated quartz, 
was not applicable because the method was drawn to vapor etching. However, Examiner pointed out that the 
motivation for using fluropolymer was for enhanced corrosion resistance, but agreed to consider all of Applicants' 
arguments.
